CONCLUSIONS 


1. The comparative photographic coverage indicateg that, while an 
emergency operational Capability could exist at several offensive migsile 
sites, the’ Soviet objective in Cuba is to attain full operational capability 
at all sites as soon ag Pesaible, rather than to Prepare each sits for an 
emergency launch capability as soon as the missiles and equipment arrive 
in the area. (See Figure 1.) ° 


2. There areclear indications that at leaat five Soviet offensive missile 
regiments, each with eight launchers and at leagt sixteen Missiles, will be- 
come operational in Cuba. (See Table 1.) This will represent a first salvo 
potential of 40 missiles witha refire capability of an additional 40 missiles. 


“It should be noted that thie threat against the U.S. is approximately one-half 


the currently eatimated ICBM missile threat from the USSR. 
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
